Dr. Dean found Sweeney 


suffering from a bad fracture of the 
skull. He has been unconscious since

will assess a fine against the C. H. & 
D. railroad for pot completing a new 
station here by the time agreed.

Proposes to Make Unified Effort to 


Get Water After Near Failures 


Thus Far. 


LAST ONES, RUDE AWAKENING 


At Last Well, Dug Last Summer, 


Which Promised Most, Will be 


Pressed Into Service. 


There is a sentiment among the 


members of the city council to get 
together on the water question and 
to make a unified effort to get water 


to relieve the conditions in Rushville. 
For two summers Rushville has been 
without water. This summer patrons 
have been allowed to use water only 
for 
domestic 
purposes 
with the 


threatened penalty that their water 
will be turned oft' if they disobeyed. 


The council has decided to cut the 


well back of the Pinnell-Tompkius 
company in on the mains and 
take 


advantage of it. The well has been 
dug for a year but thus for no water 
from it has been pumped 
into the 


mains so that the patrons of the city 
municipal plant might have advan- 
tage of a greater water supply. 


The council, it is said, suddenly 


awoke to the true situation the latter 
part of last week when one of two 
wells which cost two thousand dol- 
lari/went dry 
after 
four 
hours' 


puniping^aud the other one began to 
show signs of weakening. The spec- 
ial water committee has come to the 
realization that it did diga well in the 
southeastern part of the city and that 
it might as well be utilized. 


The pump on this well cost eleven 


houndred dollars. By the tune water 
is being pumped into the city mains 
it will have cost in the neighborhood 
of eighteen hundred 
dollars. 
But 


this well always did give promise of 
amounting to 
something and 
the 


water committee apparently 
forgot 


that it was there. 
Supplies 
have 


been ordered and this well be pump- 
ing into the mains in a few days. 


This well appcartd to be the best 


one struck in the city's quest for wa- 


ter. 
It tested out a hundred and ten 


gallons a minute shortly after it was 


dug. 
The only objection to the well 


is that it pumped clear and then the 
water later got muddy. It is propos- 
ed after the well is fitted up ready 
to pump water into the 
main?, to 


pump the water into the race until it 
clears, and 
then turn it 
into the 


mains. 
When the well was 
tested 


about a barrel of sand was pumped 
up. Because of the gas in this well 
it will he necessary to place an extra 
appliance on it so as to allow the gas 
to escape into the air. 


The Daily Republican did not in- 


tend to misrepresent the 
situation 


last Friday when it stated that both, 
new wells in the west part of the 
city had been pumped dry. 
The in- 


formation was misunderstood. 
The 


informant was 
considered 
reliable 


and no inference that the facts were 
incorrect was to be had. 


One of the wells, which tested 


twenty gallons per minute, went dry 
after four hours' pumping, but .the 
other well, which tested forty gal- 
lons per minute, is still furnishing 
water into the mains. It is showing 
only thirty-five gallons a minute now, 
which indicates that it is weakening, 
and it is predicted that it will even- 
tually go dry as it is in a region in 
•which a number of other city wells 
have been pumped dry. 


The Daily Republican has nothing 


published last Friday to retract •with 
the exception that there was a mis- 
understanding •concerning one of the 
wells going dry. The pumps and ont- 
fit did cost fifteen hundred dollars 
and mrfre and the digging of the veils 
cost four handfe* doflars.

is being damaged by a small bug 
which cuts the main roots in two and 
generally results in the death of the 
stalk, says the Seymour Republican.

Prayers for his 
recovery have been offered at special 
services in the Buddhist temples, and 
:here was a special intercession at the 
Russian cathedral. 


The emperor has been suffering 


'rom diabetic nephritis since 1904. A 
heat wave a week ago complicated 
with some intestinal trouble precipitat- 
ed a bad attack and he has been un- 
conscious, since Friday. The issuance 
of bulletins in regard to the condition 
of the mikado is a new departure in 
Fapan and is due altogether to the in 
fluence of Premier Saionja with the 
court. It Is believed that the presen 
prime minister, who is a progressive 
will disregard the old custom of con 
cealing the truth in regard to the con 
dition of the emperor and will con 
inue to keep the public informed as 
o his condition.

NOT IN ACCORD 


Serious Differences of Opinion Devel 


op in the Stanley Committee. 


Washington, July 22. — Serious dif 


ferences have developed in the Stan 
ley steel commission over the proposal 
of Chairman Stanley that the commit 
tee shall recommend to congress a 
change in the Sherman anti-trust act 
in regard to proving the unreasonable- 
ness of the restraint exercised by cor- 
porations accused of violating the law. 
Now the burden of the proof rests 
upon the government. Representative 
Stanley proposes that this -burden 
•hall be shifted so as to make ac- 
cused corporations prove the reason- 
ableness of the restraint exercised, 
and he insists upon the adoption of 
the proposed amendment as a part of 
the report now under consideration. 
Representative Littleton of New York 
takes issue with Stanley and will sub- 
mit a statement of his views at the 
committee meeting today. 


Stanley insists that the uncertainty

District Attorney Has' Obtained From 


Driver of the Murder Car a Story 
More Startling Than Anything Here- 
tofore Revealed in Connection With 
Killing of Important State's Witness 
In Alleged Police-Graft Conspiracy. 


New York, July 22.—The district 


.attorney has obtained from William 
Shapiro, driver of-the gray car which 
Bald Jack Rose used to round up the 
gun men and the lookouts for the Ro- 
senthal killing, a story more startling 
than anything the driver had revealed. 


Not four or five or six men only 


were in the plot to murdef the inform- 
er—at least sixteen, says Shapiro, had 
knowledge of the crime and were on 
station in front of .the Metropole, 
ready to blackjack or kill if necessary, 
but active particularly in obstructing 
the place and in blocking off pursuers. 


Shapiro's story bears out what Dep- 


uty Commissioner Dougherty says, 
that Bald Jack was not one of the kill- 
ers, but that he lurked nearby to see 
"that the job had been pulled oft." 


The police have pieced out Shapi- 


ro's story with information of their 
own—information obtained from Jack 
Rose, Sam Paul, Bridgie Webber, Jack 
Sullivan and half a dozen gangsters 
who spoke when they saw that they 
had to, and now declare that the job 
of putting Rosenthal out of the way 
was so systematically and perfectly 
planned that even Forty-third street 
was sentinelled in advance of the 
shooting, so that there would be no 
danger of Rosenthal slipping away, 
and little danger that the killers would 
be caught after the killing. 


Further Arrests Made. 


Bridgie Webber, in whose poker 


rooms at Forty-second street and 
Sixth avenue the final polish was put 
on the plot to murder Herman Rosen- 
thai, and Sam Paul, gambler and head 
of the Sam Paul association, who help- 
ed Bald Jack Rose, Lieutenant Beck- 
er's confidant, to collect the gunmen, 
were arrested for murder. And Jack 
Sullivan, the former newsboy, who 
went from Lieutenant Becker's auto- 
mobile to the murder headquarters in 
Bridgie Webber's room, was arrested 
as a material witness. 


Sam Paul was put through an in- 


quisition by Commissioner Dougherty 
until he sullenly let fly statements 
that materially advanced the investi- 
gation. 


As for Jack Sullivan, Dougherty 


drew from him an admission that the 
second deputy was after—that when 
Lieutenant Becker left him at Broad- 
way and Forty-second street about 
1:30, or twenty-seven minutes before 
Rosenthal was shot down, he went to 
Bridgle's poker parlors looking for - 
Sam Panl. He didn't find Paul there, 
but he did find some of the men who 
killed Rosenthal. 
' 


Dougherty would not talk about the 


developments that had caused the ar- 
rest of Webber and Paul and Sullivan. 
He Aid say, however: 
"We are not 


yet willing to say that any of the men 
under arrest fired a shot, but they 
know a lot and they have told a lot. 
There will be other arrests—important 
arrests."

London's Homeless. 


On the night of February 9 last 


1,203 persons were found homelees In 
London, this being the smallest num- 
ber on record. The figure was made 
up of 978 men, 213 women, and 12 
young persons. The night was we1 
at first, then fine, and not cold; 25 
men and 23 women were found on 
staircases and under arches. 


The London county council report 


which publishes these figures, states 
that although the number of home- 
less women was less by 108 than ia 
1911, there was no corresponding in 
crease in the use made of common 
lodging nouses, casual wards, and fre< 
shelters. The districts where most o: 
the men were found were the city 
140; Stepney, 122; Westminster, 187, 
and Islington, 71. 


In common' lodging houses then 


were 19,710 men, 1,373 women, 196 
couples and 24 children; while then 
were the following vacant beds, 6,84! 
men, 1,082 women and 49 couples; 40 
free beds in Institutions were also 
unoccupied on the night of the home- 
less census.

Rev. 
J. C. Burkhardt, Pastor of a 


Christian Church at Frankfort, and 
Broke the Pastor's Jaw. 


Frankfort, Ind., July 22.—The Rev. 


J. C. Burkhardt, pastor of the First 
Ihristian church of this city, who has 
been very aggressive in running down 
violators of the liquor law since Frank- 
'ort became "dry" three years ago, 
was assaulted on the street by Everett 
Hopkins, who delivers beer about the 
city for the Lafaj-ette breweries, and 
jeaten almost into insensibility with 
a heavy whip. 


In a subsequent attempt on the part 


of Hopkins to obtain bail for his re- 
ease from jail, a local contractor and 
Justice cf the Peace Boulden engaged 
in a wrangle that brought on a sec- 
ond assault in which the squire re- 
ceived painful injuries. 


Hopkins met the minister on the 


public square and attacked him with 
the butt end of a blacksnake whip, 
striking the minister several heavy 
Mows about the head. One lick broke 
the pastor's jaw, while others cut his 
dead through the scalp and mashed 
the flesh on the right side of his face. 


Throngs of persons witnessed the 


affair and several men succeeded in 
rescuing the Rev. Sir. Burkhardt be- 
fore the police arrived. Hopkins was 
arrested and placed in jail. Hopkins 
declared that the minister had made 
false charges against him, Hopkins 
having been charged with operating a 
blind tiger. 


Worley Ross, a contractor, appeared 


before Squire Boulden and 
offered 


bond, which was refused 
by the 


squire, who contended the check of- 
fered by Ross was worthless. Ross 
became angered and attacked Boul- 
den, causing the latter serious injur- 
ies. 


QUICK ON TRIGGER 


Traveling Horse Trader Shoots Up a 


Constable's Posse. 


Lafayette, Ind., July 22.—The little 


town of Westpoint, fifteen miles south 
west of Lafayette, was shot up by J. 
Crane, a traveling horse trader. He. 
tried to take possession of the farm 
of Louis Mahoney, and when the latter 
resisted he shot at him. The entire 
village was aroused, and Constable 
Mont Jackson, assisted by Charles 
Mintner, Floyd L. Grannon and Wil- 
liam Malatt, started out in pursuit of 
Crane. 


When they attempted to arrest the 


desperado, he pulled out a big revol- 
ver and began shooting. One of the 
bullets struck Malatt in the abdomen, 
injuring him fatally. Another grazed 
Mintner's cheek. Crane then held the 
other pursuers off and drove down the 
road toward Lafayette. He has lived 
in Warren county for some time.

Sollman, fifty-five years old, was killed 
near Haubstadt when a runaway work 
horse dragged him a half mile after 
he had caught his foot in the .harness. 
His head and body were crushed to a 
pulp. Sollman's body, still hanging to 
the horse, was found two hours later 
by his widow.

Bulletins Mikado's Condition. 


RAIN MAKERS URGED 


TO SAVE THEIR. COIN 


Weather Bureau Decries Non- 


sensical Business, 


Washington, July 22.—The efforts 


that are being put forth in different 
parts of the country to "mako rain" 
has disgusted Prof. Willis L. Moore, 
chief of the weather bureau. 
Prof. 


Moore says it simply cannot be done, 
and that's all there is to it. He con- 
tends that thousands of dollars are be- 
ing wasted in a nonsensical way, and 
adds that the ideas expressed by some 
of these "rain makers" are almost as 
crude as those handed out by old Plu- 
tarch himself, who opined that the 
vapor rising from the hot breath, blood 
and sweat in battle was condensed 
into rain by the concussion 
of the 


weapons and the hoarse cries of the 
victors. 


But Prof. Moore is mighty serious on 


this subject, and he intends if possible 
to convince the 
folks in dry, sun- 


kissed spots that they might better 
keep their money in their pockets than 
Invest it in dynamite for rain making. 
The professor says: 


"It hardly seems necessary for the 


weather bureau at this late date to 
enter into elaborate arguments in or- 
der to convince the public of the utter 
futility of this and every other method 
so far proposed for artificially produc 
'ing rain. 


"That rain followed many of the 


battles of our civil war was due, not 
to the effect of the discharge of fire- 
arms, but to the fact that in the re- 
gions where the battles occurred rain 
falls on an average of one day out of 
three and that commanders are more 
inclined to mov > armies and begin en- 
gagements in fair weather." 


Value of a Chtvalier. 


A Parisian court has just decided as 


to "the value" of a chevalier of the 
Legion 'or Honor. Injured In the Ave- 
nue de 1'Opera by an automobile, a 
former dealer In merchandise, deco- 
rated with the Legion of Honor, died 
In 1911, following the accident. Hla 
heirs brought suit for damage* against 
the chauffeur and the owner of the 
auto. Maltre Gondinet, th« advocate 
of the owner of the auto, maintained 
that the ex-dealer In merchandise, old 
and without occupation, furnished no 
material to hla heirs for damages. 
Maitre Nogueres, the advocate for the 
plaintiffs, said he had no difficulty in 
recognizing the damage, though un- 
able to produce any document to es- 
tablish it. and that Maitre Gondinet 
for the defense was himself a member 
of the Legion of Honor and in default 
of any other evidence that itself was 
an indication of value to the heirs. 
The court held with Maitre Nogueres 
•nd allowed 25,000 francs damages to 
the heirs of the former chevalier of 
the Legion of Honor.

blank form, which is to be filled in. 
At Indianapolis it is, presumably, 
filed away somewhere. The blanks 
are sent out once a year. 


So far as Rushville 
business men 


• can learn, this constitutes the sum 
of the .bureau of inspection, conceiv- 
ed by a Democratic legislature, and 
made a law when signed in the full 
flowing hand of Thomas R. Marshall, 
March G of last year.
